of their inability to meet mortgages or 
to pay current bills, and bow, seeking 
relief from their Ills, they are plan- 
ning to form pools, inaugurate farm- 
ers’ strikes, and demand legislation 
abolishing grain exchanges, private 
cuttle markets, and tbe like, we ought 
not hastily to brand them as economic 
heretics and highwaymen, and hurl at 
them the charge of being seekers of 
special privilege. Rather, we should 
ask If their tronble Is not ours, and 
see what can be dune to improve the 
sltuiitlun. Purely from self-interest. 
If for no higher motive, we should 
help them. All of us want to get buck 
permanently to “nurmalcy but Is It 
reasonable to hope for that cunditloa 
unless our greatest and most basic In- 
dustry cnn be put on u sound and solid 
permanent foundation? Tbe farmers 
are not., entitled to special privileges; 
but are they not right In demanding 
that they be placed on an equal foot- 
ing with the buyers of thslr products 
and with other industries? 



The whole rural world Is In a fer- 
ment of unrest, .end there ls*an un- 
paralleled volume and intensity of de- 
termined, If nut angry, protest, aud an 
ominous swarming of occupaUonnl con- 
fqrencee, interest groupings, political 
.povements and propuganda. Such a 
turmoil cannot but arrest our atten- 
tion, Indeed, It (laumnds our careful 
Study and exnnilnotlun. It Is nut like- 
ly that sik million aloof and ruggedly 
Independent men have come together 
Slid . liSD'la<i‘ themselves Into active 
unlona, societies, farm bureaus, and so 
forth, for no sntllclcnt cause. 

Investrgatlon of the subject conclu- 
sively proves that, while there is much 
overstatement of grlevunccs and rals- 
coneeptluD of remedies, the farmers 
are right In complaining of wrongs 
. long endured, and right In ludding tliut 
It Is feasible to relieve their Ills with 
benefit to the 'rest of tbe community. 
This being the case of an industry 
that contribute.'*, In the ruw material 
form alone, aboul-ono-third of the na- 
Uonul annual \uetlltb production and 
Is the nieonk nr ‘MvellhooU of about 49 
per cent of thiA population, It Is ob- 
vious that the^ubject is oue -ol gfave 
com-eriL Nof^only do • the farmers 
make up ouMblC of the nation, bul 
the well-belH]^>f the other half de- 
pends upon them. 

So long as we have nations, a wise 
pnlltclal economy will aim at a large 
degree of n.atiofinf^lf-suinclency and 
aelf-coDtalument. Ilomu fell when the 
food lupply wag too far removed from 
the belly. I.ike her, we shall destroy 
our own egrlciilturc and extend our

Let us, then, consider some of tbe 
farmer’s grievances, and see bow far 
they are real In doing so, we should 
remember that, while there have been, 
and still are. Instances of purposeful 
abusa the subject should nut be ap- 
proached with any general Imputation 
to existing distributive agencies of de- 
liberately intentional oppression, but 
rather with the conception that thr 
marketing of farm products has not liecn visiting 
been modernized. 

An ancient evil, and a persistent 
one, Is the undergrading of form prod- 
ucts, with the result that what the 
farmers sell as of one quality Is re- 
sold as of a higher. That this aort of 
chicanery should iierslst on any Im- 
portant scale In these days of busi- 
ness Integrity would seem almost In- 
credible, but there Is much evidenc** 

(hat It dues so persist. Even as I 
write, tbe newspapers announce the 
suspension of several OrmV’from the 
New York Produce Exchange for ex- 
iKirtlng to Oemiuny os No. 2 wheot a 
whole shipload of grossly Inferior wliear 
mixed with oats, chaff and the like. 

- Another evil Is that of Inaccurate 
weighing of farm products, which. It 
Is charged. Is sometimes a mattiv of 
dlsIioDcst Intention and sometimes of 
protective pulley on the part of the 
local buyer, who fears that he may 
"weigh out" more than he "w«lghs In." 

A greater grievance Is that at pres 
ent tbe field farmer has little or n>> 
control over the time and conditions 
of marketing his products, with the 
result that he is often underpaid for 
his products and usually overcharged 
for marketing iervice. The dliTer 
ence between what the farmer rw 
celvea and what the consumer pays 
often exceeds all possibility of Justl 
To dte a single Illustration

Last year, according to figures attest 
ed by the railways and the growers. 
Georgia wutermelon-ralsen received 
on the average 7.5 cents for a melon, 
the railroads got 12.7 cents for carry 
ing It to Baltimore and the consumei 
paid one dollar, leaving 79A cenjs fut 
the service of murkeilng and Its rMks. 
as against 20.2 cents for growing and 
transporting. The hard annals ol 
farm-life are replete with such com 
meuiarlea on tbe crudenesa of pres 
ent practices. 

Nature prescribes that the farmer’s 
"goods" must be finished within twi. 
i>r three months of the year, while 
financial nnd storage limitations gen 
enilly compel him to sell, them lit tiu | 
Kaine time. As n rule, other Industries ' 
are In a continuous process of finish 
Ing goods for the markets; they dis 
tribute as they produce, and they can 
curtail production without too great 
Injury to themselves or the commii 
nliy; but If ths farmer restricts hU 
output, It Is with disastrous cunse 
quences, both to himself and to thi 
community. 

The average farmer It busy with 
production for the major part of the 
yeiir, afitl has nothing to sell. The 
hulk of Ids output comes on the mar 
ket at once. Because of lack of stur 
age facllltlea and of financial support 
the farmer cannot curry his gmids 
through the y’ear and dlsimst of them 
aa they are currently needed. In the 
great majority of cases, farmers have 
to entrust storage— In waieliouaes and 
alevatora— and the financial carrying 
of their prtalucts to othera. 

Farm products are generally mar 
keted at a time when there Is a cun 
gestlon of huth transportation and 
finance— when cars and money an 
scarce. The outcome, In inony In 
stnnres, Is that the farmers not only 
sell under pressure, and therefore at 
a disadvantage, hut are couipellnl to 
(like further reductions In net returns 
In order to meet the.charges for the 
service of atorlug, tranaporilug, fiiiunr 
1 Ing, ami ultimate maiketing-which 
charges they claim are often excee 
sive, benr heavily on both consumei 
and pftiducer, and are under the con 
irol of those performing ihe services

‘ I^ week we published the financial statement of the 
coijuntyfor 1918 and this week begin |Ae publication of 
^e statement for 1919. The expenditures for 1918 were 
$42,736.39 and the revenue collected that year was $22, 
644.63, leaving a deficit of $20,190.76. In 1919 the re- 
ceipts of the county were $61,240.60 ajid the expenditures 
479,709.47, leaving a deficit of $28,369.17. The deficit 
for the two above named years was $48,569.93. 

We have not received the copy for the years of 1920 
and 1921 but unofficial information is that the deficit for 
thc^ two years will equal or exceed tjmt of the two years 
given. ‘ It is claimed that the total indebtedness of the 
coun^will 1^ about $120,000.00. 

e l^t be it what it may it presents a problem for the 
offleety in charge. The statutes seem tojbe plain th^t 
the new administration can not assume the indebtedness
